Government Help for Projects in 
Suitable Areas 


SKED ABOUT industrial congestion in certain parts of the country and the need for new 
A ints in others, Sir David Eccles, President of the Board of Trade, gave the following 
written answer in Parliament on Wednesday: 

‘As the House is aware, it is not the practice of my Department to issue Industrial Development 
Certificates — save in the most exceptional circumstances — for firms wishing to set up new factories 
in the more congested parts of the country. The certificates issued in those places are almost entirely 
for extensions or efficiency projects which it would be uneconomic to separate from the existing 
buildings. I propose in future to examine all such applications, both for new buildings and for 
extensions, even more critically than in the past and to extend the practice at present applied in the 
Greater London and Greater Birmingham areas to other parts of the country where unemployment 
is low. I recognize that this may mean refusal to allow a project to go forward in some particular 
place even though the labour could be found. But there are other places where the need for new 
industry is much greater and it is these in particular that I should hope to benefit from this decision. 

‘I realise that the location of a new development in one of these places may result in a firm 
having to bear increased costs both in building the new factory and in connection with the 
movement of its plant or its key workers, or in the marketing of its products. It is to help to meet 
such problems that the Distribution of Industry (Industrial Finance) Act has been passed. 
Enterprises already located in these places may also be eligible for assistance under this Act. For 
the benefit of firms wishing to take advantage of its facilities I am appending to this statement a 
list of the places concerned. They cover 7 per cent. of the total of insured employees in Great Britain 
but on the latest figures account for 17 per cent. of the total unemployed. Applications for assistance 
for projects in other areas will not necessarily be ruled out if they would relieve unemployment in 
the places listed. From time to time we shall issue a revision of this list. ; 


‘These new arrangements mean that in such localities Government assistance for new projects 
will be given by the Treasury acting on the advice of the Development Areas Treasury Advisory 
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Committee. Although the Development Fund will not therefore 
operate for the alleviation of unemployment, it will have a role to 
play in rural areas, particularly in Scotland and Wales, where the 
prevention of depopulation is the main problem.’

CoID’s Annual Report Tells of Increasing 
Interest in Good Design 


‘IT WOULD SEEM that a challenging stage has been reached in the 
post-war story of British design,’ the Council of Industrial Design 
states in the introduction to its 13th Annual Report, covering the 
period April 1, 1957-— March 31, 1958. The Report, published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and 
branches, is obtainable either from the publishers or from the Council 
of Industrial Design, 28 Haymarket, London, S.W.1, price 1s. 6d. a 
copy, by post 2s 

The Report points to the success of The Design Centre — its 
average attendance figures show no decrease after two years — which 
‘underlines the need and scope for an organization set up to improve 
and to publicise the designs coming from British industry.’ 


Not for generations have so many people been interested and well 
informed about good design, nor have so many acceptable designs 
been produced, it is stated. But the bulk of manufacturers and 
retailers still hesitate to invest in good design and good designers. 
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Drive to ‘Hive Off’ Office Employment from Central London 


‘IF MORE OFFICE EMPLOYMENT is provided in Central London, 
increasing congestion will bring the capital to a standstill,’ declared 
Sir George Pepler at the opening of a conference and exhibition on 
‘Office Location in the London Region’ at the Royal Festival Hall 
on July 24. 

Organized by the Town and Country Planning Association and 
London County Council, the exhibition demonstrates the advantages 
of lower costs, reduced travelling time and simplification of staffing 
problems which accrue to firms who move out of the overcrowded 
Central London area. 

Already at least 70 concerns are known to L.C.C. to have trans- 
ferred part, and in some cases the whole, of their activities from 
the centre. Insurance companies lead in the march away from mass- 
congestion. A striking example is the Legal and General Assurance 
Society which is moving 700 of its 1,700 London head office staff to 
Kingswood in Surrey where model offices equipped with playing 
fields, swimming pool and gardens are being built. Others who are 
similarly decentralizing include the Cornhill and Crusader insurance 
companies and several friendly and provident societies. 

Some industrial firms are similarly operating from further afield. 
Examples quoted are Smedleys, the food canners, who have trans- 
ferred their entire activities to Whyteleafe, near Caterham; while 
EFCO, the electrical furnace manufacturers have established offices 
at Weybridge, as have Colt Ventilation at Surbiton and Electro- 
Chemicals at Woking. 


Britain’s Biggest Planning Problem 


Congestion in Central London, which has been described as ‘the 
biggest town planning problem confronting Britain today,’ is vividly 
spotlighted in the exhibition by photographs, maps, diagrams and 
leaflets. 

Emphasis is laid on London County Council’s planning policy for 
the area which briefly is: 

to reduce the area in which large office buildings are permitted 
in Central London, and so stem the tide of increasing employ- 
ment in the centre; 

with the co-operation of Government departments and other 
local authorities, to encourage office development nearer to 
where office workers live; 

to encourage ‘mixed’ development — including flats, hotels and 
hostels, as well as offices - on many sites where the maximum 
limits to office development are reduced. This would make it 
possible for more people to live near their work in the centre; 

to preserve the character of Central London. 


Central London Congestion 

The L.C.C.’s pamphlet, ‘A plan to combat congestion in Central 
London,’ which is being distributed at the exhibition, states: ‘It is 
essential that London’s position as the administrative and commercial 
capital of the country should be maintained to a degree which is 
compatible with all its other functions. A distinction may be made, 
however, between the headquarters’ functions of a concern which 
can often establish a strong case to be in the centre, and those depart- 
ments of large firms dealing with routine and clerical work which 
need not be in the centre.’ 

Figures which focused the entire problem in a paragraph were also 
given by Sir George Pepler in his opening address at the conference. 


He said that the 84 square miles of Central London had a population 
of 424,000 in 1911. Today its population is 215,000, of whom 175,000 
also worked there. Another 1,125,000 travelled by public transport 
to work in the central area each day. Many also travelled in by car. 
The picture now was of a declining resident population but a con- 
tinuing growth of office employment. Since the war 414 million sq. ft. 
of new office space had been provided in the area. Now there were 
612,000 office workers in the central area— more than half its total 
employment, and 500,000 of these travelled in each day. And this 
number was growing. 

‘Transport resources are strained to the limit. Staggered hours 
(unless made compulsory) and new underground routes are no 
solution. The only logical policy is to move office employment from 
Central London. Such a policy, combined with a framework of new 
and improved roads, might save London from suffocation,’ he added. 


The solution to the increasing congestion and sprawl of Greater 
London was to continue the dispersal of industry and industrial 
population to new and expanded towns; a strict enforcement of the 
green belt policy; and the decentralization of office employment to 
the new towns and outer suburban areas. To take offices to the 
suburbs where office workers lived need not induce a serious housing 
problem in those areas. There were sites and buildings available there 
in sufficient amount. The new towns had central sites and premises 
ready and waiting to be taken, and their large juvenile population 
would ensure a good supply of office workers for some years to come. 


Dispersal in Practice 

Mr. P. R. Cahill, assistant general manager of the Legal and 
General Assurance Society Ltd. (a model of whose new offices at 
Kingswood is shown in the exhibition), spoke of the material advan- 
tages to firms in ‘hiving off’ their more routine functions. 

‘In Central London and the City, site and building cost per em- 
ployee ranges between £1,500 and £2,500. In the outer suburbs and 
beyond this cost will be £1,000 or less,’ he said. ‘Rateable values, 
especially for large offices, are much less in these areas. Wages and 
salary rates are not markedly less outside. But a large organization 
which dispersed some hundreds of staff should save 7} per cent. to 
10 per cent. in total operating costs in respect of those personnel; 
plus the interest saved on the difference in capital cost of building in 
London and outside. 

‘Sickness and absence rates are much the same as in London. But 
the quieter background must lead to an improvement in output, 
although this cannot be measured. Good telephone communications, 
and a site easily within a one-day return journey of London, are 
necessary. Given these, and the ability to look beyond immediate 
difficulties, employers should be converted to the belief that dispersal 
has great all-round advantages.’ 

For the guidance of firms interested in decentralizing their offices, 
the L.C.C. has prepared in association with the planning and local 
authorities concerned, a comprehensive list of available sites (including 
the new towns) in Bucks, Essex, Herts, Kent, Middlesex, Surrey, 
Sussex and Wiltshire. 

The conference was opened by Dame Evelyn Sharp, Permanent 
Secretary, deputising for Mr. J. R. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government. The exhibition contin- 
ues until August 7. 


Many Executives Attend’ Course on 
Isotopes Uses for Industry 


DuRING the past nine months nearly 300 company directors and 
senior executives have been at the Isotope Division of the Atomic 
Energy Research Establishment at Harwell for three or four days 
to learn something of the many uses to which radioisotopes can be 
put and how they can reduce their costs by doing so. 

These courses are designed specifically for people without any 
training in radio-activity, the basic principles of which are simply 
explained. Close contact is made with a large number of scientists 
of the Isotope Division at Harwell working on specific problems 
facing industry and a two-way traffic in ideas has developed as many 
company directors, prompted by what they see and hear, bring up 
ideas for the possible application of isotope tecliniques in their own 
businesses which had not been seriously considered before. 

The United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority believe the contacts 
made are invaluable for the future technological advance of British 
industry. A few industrialists from overseas have also attended these 
courses, but the main emphasis is on increasing the efficiency of 
industry in this country by making its leaders aware of the new 
techniques. 

One further four-day course is being run this year from 
September 23-26 by Harwell and application forms may be obtained 
from the Registrar, Isotope School, A.E.R.E., Harwell, Berks. The 
fee for the course including full board and accommodation is £40, 
Experts from all sections of the Isotope Division are available for 
discussions during the course. Future courses are scheduled for 
April 7-10 and September 29-October 2, 1959. 
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Advertising is Valuable to Both Producer 
and Consumer 


THE VALUE OF ADVERTISING both to the manufacturer and con- 
sumer, particularly against the background of modern technical 
developments in the production and sale of consumer goods was 
stressed by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
at the luncheon of the Advertising Association, in London, on 
Monday . . 

He said that in his work at the Board of Trade and in Parliament 
he had, especially in recent weeks, been impressed by the large part 
that the advertiser played not merely in commerce, but in the educa- 
tion of the consumer. It was indeed largely through the advertiser 
that the consumer got his knowledge of the new products which 
science and industry had brought and continued to bring to the 
market. The variety of goods now in production was bewildering, 
and the consumer therefore looked to the advertiser for information 
about the goods that he was being asked to buy. 

‘Unless we are careful, technical developments may create an almost 
unbridgeable gulf between the manufacturer's product and the 
customer’s recognition of it. As we all know, one can buy pills for 
anything, for oneself, for one’s dog, and for the plants in the window 
box. Yet there are few of us who can choose what we want to buy by 
reading the chemical analysis pasted on the outside of the bottle. 
Only the advertiser can tell us what a plant hormone is and then 
only if he chooses to do so. 

‘Similarly, textiles can no longer be judged by rubbing them between 
finger and thumb. Skill in production, and in blending, is such that 
ordinary people can no longer tell the quality of a cloth by its feel 
or by its appearance. We look to you to tell us what a cloth is suitable 
for, whether it is waterproof, shrink proof, crease resisting and so on. 


The Manufacturer’s Best Friend 


‘A well informed customer is the best friend that the good manu- 
facturer can have. The consumer, by making his needs known to the 
manufacturer, can help to stimulate the development of manufacture 
in the right direction. Most manufacturers recognize this, and are 
anxious to meet a genuine need by producing the right articles and 
providing the means to enable ordinary people to recognize them. 
In this connection I would like to pay a special tribute to the work 
that the Association is doing on behalf of the domestic consumer. I 
had an opportunity to look through a number of leaflets which the 
Association has issued on this subject, and I was particularly interested 
in your appeal for co-operation between the public and your new 
Consumer Advisory Committee. I hope that as a result of this appeal 
the advertiser will create a two-way channel of communication between 
the consumer and the manufacturer. 

‘As a consumer I would like to put my problem to the Advertising 
Association. I have noticed that many advertisements lay emphasis 
on what the product does; for my part I would like to be told more 
often what the product is, what it is made of and what its characteristics 
are. For these reasons I particularly welcome the work which is being 
done in the British Standards Institution for more informative 
labelling. I hope that we shall have more progress on these lines. 

‘I have also been very interested in the pamphlets which the British 
Standards Institution and Consumer Research are getting out. They 
describe the actual performance of the things which consumers buy 
for their own use. I am sure that information of this kind is what in 
the long run will serve the best interests of consumer and manu- 
facturer alike. 


All claimed to ‘Wash Whitest’ 


‘I doubt if anyone in this audience needs to be told of the danger of 
under estimating public intelligence by making exaggerated or 
irrational appeals. But, as I had reason to know recently, there are a 
number of people who are claiming that with their products the 
housewife can achieve results presumably unobtainable with the use 
of any rival product. 

“The other day in Parliament a Member had some fun with this 
weakness of manufacturers of detergents when he produced several 
different packages of washing powders, some of them actually made 


—The Parliamentary Secretary 


by the same group, all claiming to “‘wash whitest.” I wonder whether 
advertising of this kind does the manufacturer or even the advertiser 
much good; it certainly confuses and may even annoy the housewife; 
I wonder, too, how much this sort of advertising really does to enlarge 
the market and reduce the price. 

‘Nowhere is intelligent and informative advertising more important 
than in overseas markets. Some brilliant work has been done in this 
field, but there is plenty of room for increasing the scale of our opera- 
tions. I was told not long ago that only 4 per cent. of our advertising 
bill is spent on export advertising overseas. I suggest that there is an 
opportunity for someone here. 

‘It is absolutely essential for customers abroad to know in detail 
how goods work and what their qualities are, and they need to be told 
in their own language. I am sure you will all have read about the 
recently issued report of the Dollar Exports Council Delegation to 
Canada. Their conclusion is ‘‘that British firms in general have tended 
to underestimate the advertising requirements of the Canadian 
market.” Is this perhaps true of other markets as well? 


Learning from Each Other 


‘Before sitting down I want to welcome the presence here of guests 
from the Advertising Club of Washington D.C. We are particularly 
glad to have them with us, especially as some of them have paid us 
the compliment of bringing their wives with them. The approach of 
the United States to the problem of consumer protection in advertising 
is, I think, somewhat different from ours because the structure of their 
legislation is not the same as ours. I hope, however, that as a result 
of the presence of these distinguished visitors here, opportunities will 
arise for you to discuss this problem with each other. I am sure that 
this is one of the things in which we have much to learn from each 
other. 

‘If I may now turn back to the affairs of the Advertising Association, 
I should like before I sit down to express my appreciation of the 
excellent relations that exist between advertisers generally and the 
Government. This is one of those things which work all the better 
because there is no formal machinery for doing it. The absence of 
such machinery is not an indication that the work of your Association 
is unimportant. Indeed advertising is the essential link between the 
manufacturer and the consumer. 

‘Such figures as one can get show that a measurable part of the 
national income is spent on advertising. For 1952 I have seen the 
figure of around £200 million or 1-5 per cent. of the national income. 
Almost certainly the figure today, and possibly the percentage as 
well, is greater. As industry grows so too does the importance of the 
work carried out by the advertiser, so the task of this association 
in maintaining a high standard of integrity becomes more important 
still. It is the maintenance of those standards which will maintain 
the interest of the public; and in the long run it is those interests 
which are the interests of the advertiser himself.’

Record Number of Overseas 
Visitors to Britain 


BRITAIN’S TOURIST industry is enjoying another record year. 
Figures released by the British Travel and Holidays Association 
show that overseas visitor traffic in May amounted to 111,800, an 
increase of 7 per cent. over the total for May last year. 

A slight decrease in traffic from Europe — due mainly to a fall in 
the numbers of French visitors resulting from the political situation 
in France - was offset by substantial increases from the United 
States, South America and Germany. 

There were 34,400 visitors from the United States, 26 per cent. 
more than in May 1957, when the total was 27,300. European traffic 
amounted to 41,400, a decrease of 3 per cent. compared with the 
same month last year. Nevertheless, traffic from some European 
countries showed a large increase over the previous year. The number 
of visitors from Germany increased by 36 per cent., from 7,900 to 
10,700, and other big advances were registered from Austria (61 per 
cent.) and Portugal (37 per cent.). 

The May figures bring the total tourist traffic for the first five 
months of this year to 340,400, an increase of 6 per cent. over the 
comparable period in 1957, when the total was 322,100. Visitors 
from the United States in the first five months numbered 77,600 — 
25 per cent. more than last year. 

There is every indication that the increase in the numbers of 
overseas Visitors to Britain will continue throughout the summer. 


Commonwealth Conference of 
Nuclear Scientists 


INVITATIONS HAVE been sent by Her Majesty’s Government to all 
the member countries of the Commonwealth to send delegations to 
a Commonwealth Conference of Nuclear Scientists, to be held in 
the United Kingdom from September 15 to 20. 

This Conference is the outcome of the intention expressed by the 
Commonwealth Prime Ministers’ Meeting last summer. Their Final 
Communique stated: “The Commonwealth Ministers reviewed the 
progress of co-operation within the Commonwealth in the use of 
nuclear energy for civil purposes. They recognized the growing 
importance of the contribution which nuclear energy can make to 
the peaceful development of their countries and of the rest of the world 
and the value of close collaboration between members of the Common- 
wealth in this field. For this purpose nuclear scientists from Common- 
wealth countries will be invited to an informal meeting in the United 
Kingdom in 1958.’ 

The purpose of the Conference is to show the Commonwealth 
delegates the work being done at the various United Kingdom atomic 
energy establishments and to provide an opportunity for discussion 
of their particular requirements and of recent developments in the 
atomic energy field relevant to their needs. 


The programme is being arranged by the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority, and the Central Electricity Generating Board. 
This will include a two-day visit to Harwell where the main discussions 
will be held, a visit to Bradwell, Essex, where one of the nuclear power 
stations is under construction. The Conference will then visit Calder 
Hall in Cumberland, and Dounreay, in Caithness, travelling in a 
specially chartered Viscount aircraft. 


Overdrafts of Nationalized Industries 


THE TREASURY now announce the bank overdrafts at July 16, 1958, 
of the bodies to which advances may be made under Section 42 of 
the Finance Act, 1956, as amended by the Nationalized Industries 
Loans Act, 1958. 


The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities at July 16, 
1958, was £69-7 million, of which £64-9 million was from the Clearing 
Banks and £4°8 million from the Scottish Banks. 


Action Under Section 24 of 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act 


THE BOARD OF TRADE took action under Section 24 of the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956 in respect of a threat of 
collective discrimination against certain manufacturers who did not 
maintain or enforce their resale prices. 

In the Chancery Court on July 25 the Board of Trade obtained 
undertakings from Mr. Ernest White and Mr. Alban Curtis, President 
and Secretary respectively of the Northern Council of Grocers’ 
Associations, that they would not recommend, make or carry out any 
agreement or arrangement with any of the members of the Northern 
Council of Grocers’ Associations either (a) to withhold orders for the 
supply of goods for delivery in the United Kingdom or (b) to dis- 
criminate in their handling of goods against goods supplied by any of 
the following manufacturers: 

Kellogg Company of Great Britain Ltd. 

Petfoods Ltd. 

H. J. Heinz & Co. Ltd. 

Crosse & Blackwell Ltd. 

The Nestle Co. Ltd. 

Alfred Bird & Sons Ltd., 
upon the grounds that such manufacturer may have supplied goods 
not subject to a condition as to the price at which the same may be 
resold or may have refrained from taking steps to ensure compliance 
with conditions imposed by him as to the price at which his goods 
are to be resold. 

The defendants undertook to use their best endeavours to have a 
letter sent on behalf of the Council to each of the above-mentioned 
six manufacturers making it plain that the Council would not 
recommend any of its members to withhold orders from or dis- 
criminate in their handling of goods against such manufacturers or 
their goods upon any such grounds as aforesaid. 

Mr. Justice Vaisey said on the undertakings being given that he 
would treat the Motion as the trial of the action and make no order 
except that the defendants should pay the Board of Trade’s costs. 


Exports of Iron and Steel Scrap 


THE BOARD OF TRADE, after consultation with the Ministry of 
Power, announce that as from August 5, 1958, they will be prepared 
to consider applications for licences to export to all destinations, 
other than to ports or countries in the Sino/Soviet Bloc, limited 
quantities of iron or steel scrap and old metal. 

Applications stating grade, f.o.b. price, and whether the applicant 
is in possession of a firm order for the material, should be made to 
the Export Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 2/14 Bunhill Row, 
London, E.C.1, on Form (F). 


Progress of Radio Research during 1957 


A RECOMMENDATION that the programme of the Radio Research 
Station of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
should be generally broadened in scope to meet present and future 
demands, is made by the Radio Research Board in their annual report 
‘Radio Research 1957.’ The Report has been published for D.S.1.R. 
by H. M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, from whom 
copies are obtainable, price 3s. 6d., by post 3s. 10d. 

In addition to increased effort in the major existing field of wave- 
propagation, taking advantage of the opportunities now afforded by 
artificial earth satellites and rockets, the Board make several proposals 
for future research. 

The work of the Station during 1957 is described in detail in the 
Report of the Director (Dr. R. L. Smith-Rose) which provides a 
summary of the continuing investigations. 

During the past year the Radio Research Station at Slough has 
participated in the International Geophysical Year. It is one of the 
four World Data Centres dealing with the ionosphere and, as such, is 
receiving information directly from over one hundred observing 
points. 
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Mexican Trade Mission Visits

DURING THEIR SHORT stay in the United Kingdom as guests of 
Her Majest Government, Senor Loyo, the Mexican Minister of 
Economy, and the 14 members of his mission have undertaken a full 
programme of visits ind meetings. 

After meeting a number of United Kingdom industrialists and 
busi: n interested in trade with Mexico at the headquarters of 
the London Chamber of Commerce on Friday morning, the whole 
party were entertained to lunch by the Dollar Exports Council and a 
reception was held by the Government in honour of Senor Lovo that 
evening. The Minister and some members of the party then left 
London for a visit to Calder Hall and to see the steelworks of John 
Summers and Sons Ltd., at Shotton, near Chester. Three other 


members of the party who have interests in cotton visited Lancashire. 


The remainder of the party has been visiting various factories, etc., 
relating to their particular interests, including a visit to the new town 
of Harlow, and at the end of their stay the Mission has attended 
receptions given by the Hispanic and Luso-Brazilian Councils at 
Canning House, and by the Mexican Ambassador. 

In addition Senor Loyo has had useful discussions with British 


Ministers. 

Although it is a very competitive market which requires intensive 
effort on the part of our exporters, it is clear from the figures of 
increasing trade that United Kingdom industry is showing an ever 
growing interest in trade with Mexico. The visit of Senor Loyo’s 
mission has played a valuable part in stimulating that interest.

Exporters’ Guide to Dominican Republic 


‘THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC Embassy in London has prepared a 
concise ‘Exporter’s Guide to the Dominican Republic’ specially for 
British exporters. Based on the latest Government information and 
business reports the guide states that prospects for increased trade 
with Britain are good, particularly for British exports of textiles, cars, 
machinery, chemicals, iron and steel and electrical equipment. 

The Republic, which is a dollar account country would welcome 
personal visits by British businessmen and this is seen as the shortest 
cut to reducing Britain’s present adverse trade balance with the 
Republic.

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E.C.G.D. Business in Second 
Quarter of 1958 


ALTHOUGH the number and value of E.C.G.D.’s ‘commercial’ short- 
term policies increased during the quarter to end-June, the value of 
business declared as shipped (under both short-term and medium- 
term ‘commercial’ policies) was £111-8 millions, some £7-6 millions 
below that for the corresponding quarter last year. 

The number of short-term policies current increased during the 
quarter to 4,304 and their face value increased by some £20 millions 
to £564-6 millions. 

The value of new medium-term business transacted was {7-7 
millions, which exceeded the unusually low figure of £4-9 millions 
for the corresponding quarter last year but was well below the 
exceptionally high quarterly average for the last financial year of £40 
millions: there has, however, been no decline in the amount of business 
coming forward. 


Formal Quarterly Statement 

The number of short-term policies current at the end of the second 
quarter of 1958 was 4,304 as against 4,288 at the beginning of the 
quarter, and 4,246 at the end of the corresponding quarter last year. 

The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the quarter 
was £564-6 millions, compared with £544-5 millions at the beginning 
of the quarter, and £524-3 millions at the end of the corresponding 
quarter last year. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £7-7 millions was 
transacted during the quarter, compared with £36°3 millions in the 
previous quarter and £4-9 millions in the corresponding quarter last 
year. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured 
business (including external trade) declared as shipped during the 
quarter amounted to £111-8 millions, compared with £138-7 millions 
in the previous quarter and £119-4 millions in the corresponding 
quarter last year.

E.C.G.D. Resumes Credit Insurance 
Cover for Exports to Colombia 


THE EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT is notifying 
policyholders that cover for business with Colombia is once more 
available. Cover for all new business was suspended from August 1, 
1957 ‘in view of substantial exchange delays and of the unsettled 
outlook still persisting.’ Although Colombia’s payments position is 
still difficult, there has been some improvement recently, and E.C.G.D. 
considers that a basis for cover once more exists. 

Where business involving a credit period between six months and 
three years is covered under an Endorsement providing E.C.G.D. 
with a spread of such business, cover for 85-90 per cent. of loss will 
be available. For such business underwritten specifically, and for all 
Medium Term (up to a maximum of five years credit) business, 
E.C.G.D. liability will for the present be limited to 75 per cent. of loss. 


Exemption of Import Duty on Some Vaccine 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 15) 
Order, 1958, which continues until the end of 1958 the exemption 
from duty of poliomyelitis vaccine, Salk type. 

The Order comes into operation today and has been published as 
Statutory Instruments 1958, No. 1218. 
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Production of Man-made Fibres 


PRODUCTION OF man-made fibres in June continued at a reduced 
rate and was 21 per cent. less than a year earlier. In the first six months 
of this year production was 16 per cent. less than in the first half 
of 1957, production of both continuous filament yarn and staple fibre 
being drastically reduced. 

Home deliveries of continuous filament yarn were 18 per cent. less 
in the second quarter than a year ago. There were reduced deliveries 
for all purposes; the decrease in deliveries for weaving was particularly 
marked. 

Staple fibre deliveries to the home market were 9 per cent. less than 
in the second quarter last year, much of this being accounted for by 
reduced deliveries for wool spinning. 

Exports of both continuous filament yarn and staple fibre in the 
second quarter of this year were considerably less than in the same 
quarter last year.

More detailed information of hosiery sales for the three months 
ending April 1958 is now available. In the light of this, the provisional 
index of manufacturers’ sales for the three months February to April 
1958 has been revised from 103 to 100. After allowing for the omission 
from the statistics, since May 1957, of firms employing between 11 
and 24 persons, the total value of manufacturers’ sales in this quarter 
was 8 per cent. less than a year earlier, although prices were about the 
same. There was a decrease in sales in all sections of the industry. 
While sales of socks and stockings have been fairly constant in the 
previous three quarters, they were considerably reduced in this 
quarter.

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Further Decline in Sterling Exports in 1958 


OwING TO LACK of data, it is not possible to give for the first 
quarter of 1958 the full tables usually published on Sterling Area 
trade, but Tables I and II below show the latest figures for trade in 
total for the main sterling countries and for the main commodities 
exported. It is hoped that the full tables giving figures for the first 
half of 1958 will be published early in November. 

Exports from the sterling area showed a further substantial decline 
in the first quarter of this year when the level of trade was about 
8 per cent. lower than a year earlier. This confirms the marked change 
in the general trend of sterling area exports first apparent in the 
fourth quarter of 1957 when a decrease of 2 per cent. was recorded; 
in the first nine months of the 1

Exports (including re-exports) from the United Kingdom in the 
first quarter of 1958 were slightly lower than a year earlier and in the 
second quarter of this year fell further. Exports from the overseas 
sterling area showed a severe decline of about 13 per cent. in the first 
quarter of 1958, due mainly to lower prices of primary commodities, 
which had been at their peak early in 1957. Such figures as are available 
so far suggest that the contraction was equally severe in the second 
quarter of this year. 


The fall in exports from the overseas sterling area in the first 
quarter was general for most countries and commodities. The largest 
decrease (compared with a year earlier) was recorded by Australia 
(32 per cent.) and was attributable very largely to the decline in the 
price of wool coupled with smaller shipments; exports of wheat also 
were much smaller—less than a third of the quantity in the first 
quarter of 1957. Australian exports fell at the same rate in the second 
quarter. Wool also contributed to lower South African exports in 
the first five months of this year. 

The continued fall in copper prices was reflected in the value of 
exports from Rhodesia and Nyasaland, which decreased by about 
20 per cent. between the first quarters of 1957 and 1958, and at a 


similar rate in April and May. Exports from Malaya (including 
Singapore) were 10 per cent. less in the first quarter than in the same 
period last year owing to lower prices of rubber and tin; the quantity 
of tin exported also dropped appreciably. A fall in both the price and 
quantity of tea exported contributed substantially to the lower figures 
for India and Ceylon, the value of exports falling by 13 per cent. and 
15 per cent. respectively in January to May compared with the rate 
in the first five months of 1957. Pakistan also recorded a big drop in 
exports in January to March, partly due to exceptionally low shipments 
of raw cotton — jute exports however were higher. 


The principal exception to the general trend was Ghana with an 
increase over the first quarter of last year of about 27 per cent., the 
exceptional increase in cocoa prices having more than offset reduced 
supplies. 

The rate of increase of imports into the sterling area fell off at the 
end of 1957 and in the first quarter of this year total imports were 
about 5 per cent. less than a year earlier. The decline was due to a 
fall of 12 per cent. in United Kingdom imports which continued into 
the second quarter, and was very largely accounted for by the fall in 
commodity prices and freight rates. Imports into overseas sterling 
countries as a whole held up surprisingly well in the first quarter, 
when they were about the same as a year earlier. Even in the second 
quarter, although an appreciable fall seems likely, this is dominated 
by the sharp cutting back of Indian imports — which were exceptionally 
high in the first half of 1957. Other countries whose imports have 
fallen off this year are Ceylon, Hong Kong and (in the first quarter) 
Ghana. On the other hand, Australian purchases in the first and 
second quarters remained at the same high level as in the second half 
of last year, while South African and Nigerian imports were consider- 
ably higher than a year earlier, and Rhodesian and Malayan imports 
have so far been well maintained.

has been set up under the chairmanship of Mr. G. G. Honeyman, 
Q.C., has decided to invite evidence from interested individuals and 
organizations. 

The Committee wants evidence on all matters falling within its 
terms of reference, which are ‘to consider the existing legal provisions 
concerning the examination of steam boilers in the light of modern 
developments in design and construction, the size of units installed 
and the use of nuclear reactors as a source of heat; and to advise the 
Minister of any changes which appear desirable.’ 

Persons or organizations wishing to give evidence are asked to 
communicate with Mr. J. L. B. Garcia, Secretary of the Committee, 
at the Ministry of Labour and National Service, 19 St. James’s 
Square, London, S.W.1. 


This is the first direct service between London and the Sudan.

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Food Consumption Levels in the United Kingdom 


THE TABLES published below continue the series of statistics of 
food consumption in the United Kingdom up to the end of 1957. 
Figures for the pre-war period and for 1954, 1955 and 1956 are 
included for comparison. Comparable figures for the years 1940 to 
1951 were published in the Ministry of Food Bulletin No. 720 of 
September 19, 1953; for 1952 in the Board of Trade Journal of July 9, 
1955; and for 1953 in the Board of Trade Journal of July 12, 1957. 


The figures are calculated according to the methods devised and 
used by the Special Joint Committee appointed in 1943 by the Wartime 
Combined Food Board. The methods are set out in that Committee’s 
first report, ‘Food Consumption Levels in the United States, Canada 
and the United Kingdom,’ November 1943. As the statistics are based 
on total supplies moving into consumption the coverage is not con- 
fined to private households, but includes institutions, catering estab- 
lishments and Her Majesty’s Forces in the United Kingdom. It also 
includes the produce of gardens and allotments. The food content 
of alcoholic beverages is not included, except where specified. 

The main nutrients, protein, fat and carbohydrate and the energy 
value of the diet when expressed as percentages of the pre-war intake 
(the five years 1934-38 inclusive) are shown in Table A below:

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Industrial Building in Second 
Quarter of 1958 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT CERTIFICATES were granted in the 
second quarter of 1958 for a total area of nearly 11 million square 
feet. This brought the total for the first half of 1958 to nearly 23 
million square feet, about 30 per cent. less than in the same period 
of 1957. 

It is estimated that in the last quarter of 1957, 9-5 million square feet 
of industrial building were started, about 11 per cent. less than in the 
previous quarter, and that 12-7 million square feet were completed. 
The estimated total area of industrial building completed in 1957 
was the highest annual total since 1945.

Factory Building in Dundee 

Asked about progress on factory building developments scheduled 
for Dundee, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, stated that construction had started on two projects which 
should be completed by March next. A varying amount of detailed 
planning remained to be done on the other projects. He expected 
work to start on all but one of these by the end of this year. All should 
be ready for occupation by mid-1960. He could make no better 
estimate now than the employment of some 500 building workers 
over the period. 


Trade with the Netherlands 


Asked what had been the balance of trade between Great Britain 
and Holland for each of the past three years; and whether he would 
give an estimate as to how such balance would be affected if the 
present quota imposed on Dutch bulbs into this country were 
abolished, the President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, 
said United Kingdom imports from the Netherlands (c.i.f.) ex- 
ceeded exports and re-exports (f.o.b.) by £19 million in 1955 and 
by about £10 million in both 1956 and 1957. He could not estimate 
the effect on the total of imports if quota restrictions on Dutch 
bulbs were abolished. 


Thursday July 24 


Vacant Government Factories 


To the question ‘what steps is he taking to secure new tenants for 
the vacant government-owned factories at Maesteg and Cymmer,’ 
the President answered that all the Board of Trade Regional Con- 
trollers had been notified that those factories were vacant and they 
were making every effort to find tenants for them. 


Leather Imported from Commonwealth 


The President was asked if he would give the figures of full chrome 
calf and hide upper leather which had been imported from Common- 
wealth sources each year since 1952; and if he was aware that Com- 
monwealth leather was being sold in this country at 15 to 20 per cent. 
below the cost of production in the United Kingdom; and that this 
was the only country with an established leather industry which 
admitted leather free of import duty; and if he would undertake to 
look at this problem, which was causing hardship to the industry, 
with a view to raising the matter at the Montreal Conference. 

The President said that imports of those types of leather from the 
Commonwealth and the Irish Republic increased from 819 tons in 
1952 to nearly 4,000 tons in 1957. He was aware of the anxiety of a 
section of the tanning industry about those imports, which were 
admitted duty-free in accordance with our general policy of duty- 
free entry for Commonwealth goods. This policy, being the foundation 
of Imperial Preference, was not one which he would feel justified 
in raising at the Montreal Conference. 


The following figures were circulated in the Official Report. 


Hire Purchase Trading in Scotland 


Asked how many firms engaging in hire-purchase and similar 
trading activities in Scotland were being investigated by his depart- 
ment, the President stated that 180 visits to firms in Scotland were 
made in the first half of this year by Board of Trade inspectors in 
the course of the administration of the hire-purchase and hiring 
control Orders. 


Ceiling Levels for Cotton Imports 


A Member asked the President if he would state the terms of the 
understanding on ceiling levels for imports into the United Kingdom 
reached by the Indian, Pakistan, and United Kingdom cotton indus- 
tries. He replied: ‘No, Sir.’ The terms of that understanding had 
not been made public by the parties to it. 


Imports of Apples 


To the question ‘to what extent the quota of 1,500,000 cwt. of 
apple imports from Western Europe and North America fixed for the 
12 months ending June 1959 is expected to result in a decrease in 
imports, particularly in the months when the bulk of the home apple 
crop is marketed,’ the President answered: ‘None, Sir.’ The quota 
was intended to be equivalent to the value quotas which it replaced. 
One of the objects of the change was to prevent under-invoicing. 


Friday July 25 


Imports of Flower Bulbs 


The President was asked what arrangements were made to ensure 
that the limited amount of Dutch flower bulbs which could be imported 
into this country under the present quota system were fairly 
distributed between gardeners and growers in England, Scotland and 
Wales, respectively; and if he would give figures indicating what 
proportion of the imported quota permitted last year had been sold 
in England, Scotland and Wales, respectively. 

The President said that allocations to importers, who included 
distributors as well as growers, were related to trade in 1951 and 1952 
when imports were free of restriction. It would not be desirable or 
practicable to control the distribution of bulbs area by area. He regretted 
that the figures asked for were not available. 


Prices of Raw Materials 


A Member asked the President, in view of the official announcement 
that imported goods were 2s. 2d. in the £ cheaper than a year ago, if 
he would give in some official publication a list of the raw materials 
that had been so reduced in cost; and if he would publish each quarter 
a list of the changes in cost of the certain range of imported goods that 
periodically or spasmodically fluctuated, to enable the public to be 
better informed as to what time elapsed between the alteration in 
price of certain imported raw materials and this variation reaching the 
consumer through British manufacturers or retailers. 

The President stated that the article on wholesale price index 
numbers which appeared once a month in the Board of Trade Journal 
included a table showing monthly index numbers of prices of the

principle materials imported into the United Kingdom; and the 
Monthly Digest of Statistics included a table giving monthly average 
prices of various commodities, including some foodstuffs. In addition 
a great many specific market prices were quoted regularly in the 
daily and trade papers. The time which elapsed between the purchases 
of raw materials and the sale of products made from them varied 
widely; but home costs were four or five times as important as import 
costs in the final prices of manufactured goods. 


Monday July 28 


Wood Pulping Developments 


The President was asked whether a representative of the European 
Productivity Agency had yet visited this country to investigate small 
scale wood pulping developments; and, if so, what were his findings. 

Mr. F. J. Erroll, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
replied that two Canadian consultants visited the United Kingdom 
earlier this year. The European Productivity Agency expected to 
receive their Report by the end of the year. 


Imported Bulb Quotas 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked whether his 
attention had been called to recent complaints by many British growers 
of flower bulbs that the present system of allocating imported bulb 
quotas on the basis of purchases made in 1951 resulted in unfairness 
to those who now required substantially larger quantities than they 
ordered in 1951, and in the unjustifiable enrichment of those who were 
large purchasers of bulbs in 1951 but who no longer required them 
and were able to sell their quota rights at high prices; and what 
action he proposed to take in the matter. 


Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
said that he recognized that a system which related import quota 
allocations to past trade had disadvantages. He was satisfied, however, 
that so long as it was necessary to retain the present restrictions this 
was the fairest method we could adopt. 


Cost of Imported Consumer Goods 


The President said he had received no representations from British 
importers concerning the desirability of carrying forward any reduction 
in the cost of imported consumer goods for the benefit of the 
consumer, or, alternatively, of retaining the advantage of such 
fluctuations by the importer or manufacturer or retailer for his own 
benefit or to make up for former losses. 


Tuesday July}29 


References to Monopolies Commission 


A Member asked whether the President was aware that, before the 
sale of the Regent Oil Company to United States interests, its 
indebtedness to its parent companies was nearly £15 million, in 
addition to borrowings from banks and insurance companies; and, 
in view of the fact that that position was brought about by the necessity 
of competing with the major oil companies for tied garages as a means 
of survival, whether he would refer the whole question of tied garages 
to the Monopolies Commission as tending to create a monopoly in the 
oil industry. 

Mr. Erroll replied that the President was considering the question 
of future references to the Monopolies Commission and would bear 
the questioner’s suggestion in mind. 


United Kingdom’s Share of World ,Exports 


The United Kingdom’s share of the value of the exports of the 
world (excluding the Soviet bloc and China) was 11:2 per cent. in 
1950, 10 per cent. in 1954 and 9-7 per cent. in 1957, it was stated. 
Figures for Great Britain only were not available. 


For manufactured goods only (Sections 5 to 8 of the Standard 
International Trade Classification) the United Kingdom’s share of 
the value of exports of the main manufacturing countries (excluding 
United States exports of special category goods) was 25-6 per cent. 
in 1950, 20-4 per cent. in 1954 and 18-1 per cent. in 1957. 
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Imports of Machinery 

A Member asked whether the President would state, in respect of 
machinery imported into the United Kingdom during 1955, 1956 and 
1957, the value of the imports of each main group which were free 
of the tariff normally chargeable, with particular reference to spinning, 
weaving, and hosiery machinery; and what percentage of total imports 
of each group these represented. 

The following information was circulated in the Official Report: 


The figures for total imports in the first table relate to machinery 
of types eligible for duty-free licence imported in each calendar year. 
The figures for duty remitted in the second table relate to the licences 
granted in each year. As a licence may be granted before the 
machinery is imported or authorize reimbursement of duty paid 
some time after it has been imported the duty-free licence figure for 
each year in the second table includes some machinery which was 
imported both before and after that year and excludes some machinery 
which was imported during that year. Thus the figures in the two 
tables are not comparable, and no percentages can be deduced from 
them.

Allocation of Imported Bulbs 

To the question ‘what is the present basis for allocating the quota 
of imported flower bulbs to growers and distributors in Great Britain; 
and what steps are taken to prevent any of the bulb quota being left 
at the disposal of persons who do not require the bulbs for growing 
or distribution themselves and who, in consequence, are in a position 
to sell their quota at a substantial profit, Mr. Vaughan-Morgan 
replied that allocations were in general related to imports in 1951 and 
1952 when there were no restrictions. It would not be practicable to 
control the way in which distributors and others sold the bulbs which 
they were authorized to import. 


Flower Bulbs from Holland 


The President was asked whether, in view of the fact that the Dutch 
bulb imports into this country were subject to a 10 per cent. duty 
and that producers in Holland were prepared to continue the imposi- 
tion of a minimum export price in order to protect British producers 
against dumping, he would take steps to review the matter at an 
early date, with a view to ending the present import quota system as 
soon as suitable conditions had been agreed by all concerned; whether 
he was aware that one of the consequences of the present quota imposed 
on the total value of Dutch flower bulbs which might be imported 
annually into this country was that the gardening public and flower 
growers in Great Britain were deprived of many of the newer more 
beautiful and expensive varieties; and whether he would take steps to 
improve those arrangements at an early date; and if he was aware 
that the quota imports of Dutch bulbs were not sufficient to meet the 
demand, with the result that prices were forced up; and, as there was 
no longer any need for the restrictions of the kind in operation, and 
in view of the fact that the present imports were below pre-war level, 
if he would now take steps to abolish these quota restrictions. 


Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said he was aware that there were dis- 
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advantages inherent in any system of import control, but those like 
other quota restrictions were being continued for balance of payments 
reasons. It was the Government’s intention to remove them as soon as 
circumstances permitted. 


Liberalization of Chemicals 


Asked what were the main categories of imports into the United 
Kingdom from North America which were still restricted by quotas, 
Mr. Vaughan-Morgan circulated the following statement in the 
Official Report and said he was taking the opportunity of making 
an announcement about impending liberalization of most chemicals. 


Following is the statement: 


‘The main commodity groups subject to restriction when imported 

from the dollar area are set out below, the headings being those of the 

Import List.

Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said that with effect from August 18, the 
import licensing restrictions would be removed from a wide range of 
chemicals and allied products imported from the dollar area. A detailed 
announcement was being made indicating the commodities covered. 
Copies of this were being placed in the Library; the broad effect would 
be that with certain exceptions such as dyestuffs and intermediates 
import licences would no longer be required for most chemicals used 
as industrial materials. 


B. Basic materials 


Textile Imports from Hong Kong 

Asked what progress had been made in the negotiations between 
the Lancashire textile industry and the textile industry of Hong Kong 
for a reduction in the imports of textiles into the United Kingdom; 
and if the President would use his good offices to expedite the 
negotiations and agreement, Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said the position 
was still as stated in the answer given on July 15. The President of the 
Board of Trade had throughout given the Cotton Board all the help 
he could in their efforts to reach an early agreement for the voluntary 
limitation of those imports. 


Imports from the Commonwealth 

Asked if the President would introduce legislation to allow all 
Commonwealth goods to enter the United Kingdom free of duty, 
Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said: ‘No, Sir. There is no need for legislation.’

D.E.C. to Stage Big Dollar-Drive Conference 


THE DOLLAR EXPORTS COUNCIL are proposing to hold a large 
conference of industry about November in order to encourage a big 
expansion of dollar export trade. This was announced by Sir William 
Rootes, chairman of the Council, when he presented the report of 
the D.E.C. Delegation’s recent visit to Canada at a Press conference 
in London on July 24. (A summary of the report was given in the 
Board of Trade Journal of July 25, page 172.) The conference will 
be’similar to that held at Eastbourne in 1951. 


The Press conference was attended by Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. George Drew, Canadian High 
Commissioner in London, Sir Frank Lee, Permanent Secretary, 
Board of Trade, and members of the Delegation. 


Speaking of the Delegation’s visit, Sir William said: ‘Canada is a 
giant which, industrially, is really only just beginning to stir. In spite 
of the big developments in the last few years, so far only the surface 
of the vast potential of this huge country — the size of a continent — 
has been scratched. Her population is now just over 17 million, but 
there are children in their nurseries today who will live to see Canada’s 
population topping the 75 million mark.’ 


These and other factors made the Canadian market one of the most 
important in the world. It was also one of the most challenging as it 
was going to be highly competitive. 


There was every reason, political, economic and strategic, why the 
ties between the two countries should be strengthened in the interests 
of both. The great new Alberta oilfields, for example, were among the 
greatest in the world, perhaps not excluding those in the Middle 
East. 

Sentiment did not come into it, though in journeying across Canada 
the Delegation had noted everywhere the warmth and friendliness of 
their reception. Indeed, one of the problems which confronted British 
exporters going into the Canadian market was the fact that a whole 
post-war generation (and a million immigrants of many non-British 
nationalities) now existed in Canada to whom the old conception, 
taken for granted by an earlier generation, that British goods were 
best, meant nothing. 


One of the things which Britain and British exporters had to do 
was to carry out a campaign of re-education. This was not something 
which could be done in a hurry but it was vitally necessary. 

Sir William said that the report contained a number of statements 
and recommendations with which the progressive exporter would 
already be familiar. But if we were to achieve our object of redressing 
our adverse balance of trade with Canada, the necessity for aggressive 
salesmanship, comprehensive service, advertising and sales promotion 
on an adequate scale needed to be repeated almost to the point of 
becoming boring. 


He recommended the report to industry as a guide to a market 
with vast potentialities and offering great rewards — but only to the 
tough, the enterprising and the patient. He hoped it would encourage 
exporters who had perhaps not taken it seriously enough in the past. 

In reply to questions, Sir William said that Canada offered great 
scope for our capital goods, for example power plant, mining machin- 
ery, diese] and marine engines, petro-chemical equipment, pulp and 
paper-making machinery, as well as equipment for hospitals, schools, 
laundries and dry-cleaners. There were also vast opportunities for 
consumer and household goods including ready-made clothing, 
footwear, linoleum, hardware, and so on. 

‘The field is really unlimited, but we have to go out with enterprise 
and initiative and try to take a greater share of what Canada is 
importing,’ he said. 

We were not out to be a cuckoo in the Canadian nest or to oust 
others, but to win our rightful share of the Canadian market. As an 
indication of the scope of the Canadian market, he said that last year 
the United States sent 250 million dollars’ worth of chemical products,

whereas we sent 23 million dollars’ worth, and the rest of the world 
17 million dollars’ worth. 


He said they had been told that, due to the recession, some United 
States firms had put in lower revised prices when tendering for 
Canadian contracts in the heavy engineering field. These revised 
prices meant that the business would have been ‘very unprofitable to 
United Kingdom firms.’ 


On the point of what could be done to help the large number of 
small efficient firms who did not know how to go about entering the 
Canadian market, he said they were examining opportunities for 
grouping. Only the previous day they had arranged for a firm already 
in the market to help another company which had not so far sold to 
Canada. 

Lord Polwarth, a member of the Delegation, said that in Scotland 
they were putting small firms in touch with the right people. Since 
the visits of the Trade Mission and the Delegation, the volume of 
inquiries had increased enormously. 


Sir Norman Kipping, director-general of the F.B.I., said that he 
had been asked in a television programme during the tour what was 
the attitude of Canadian manufacturers to our export drive in view 
of the recession and their ‘Buy Canadian’ campaign. He had replied 
that he did not see any difficulty. Canada was an enormous importer 
and as the proportion from this country was relatively small, there 
was ample room for readjustment without touching the Canadian 
manufacturer. 

They had been told that there were more than a thousand firms in 
Canada-—some manufacturing, others on maintenance work — in 
which there was either British control or an extensive British interest. 
He thought this was a good thing because experience showed that 
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the more successful a British firm was in Canada, the better would 
be its exports from this country. 

Sir Vincent Tewson, who had been interviewed in the same tele- 
vision programme, said he did not think that the ‘Buy Canadian’ 
campaign which was natural to the Canadian manufacturer, interfered 
to any great extent with what we were trying to do. The Canadian 
manufacturers appreciated that we had an imbalance in our trade with 
Canada in the reverse direction to their basic problem of unbalanced 
trade with the United States. 


Mr. George Drew, Canadian High Commissioner in London, said 
that Canada was buying about £1,900 million a year outside Canada, 
roughly equal to five times the United Kingdom’s total exports to 
the United States and Canada. 


‘Any part of that is open to British firms and salesmen who can get 
the business by offering suitable goods of the right quality with spare 
parts available to maintain them when sold,’ he said. “The United 
Kingdom's rightful share of Canadian trade will be the share that is 
gained by vigorous selling of the things required by Canada. There is 
no other method by which it can be done.’ 


Both countries operated on a basis of competitive trade, but by 
stimulating normal business methods they believed that a larger share 
could come to British producers. In Canada’s interest they wanted to 
see it done. Sentiment alone would not do it, however. He recalled 
the saying “Trade follows the ad, not the flag.” You could not expect 
people to go out and buy something they had not even heard about. 


Mr. Drew also said that the visit of the Canadian Trade Mission to 
this country and that of the Delegation to Canada should not be 
measured in terms of what was put on the order books at the time, but 
in terms of a better understanding of the opportunities on both sides. 
He emphasized that there had been no suggestion on either side of 
any artificial re-direction of trade. The aim was a natural re-direction 
of trade based on recognition of what the Canadian market really 
was.

West Germany and Norway 


THE MIXED German-Norwegian Committee meeting, which took 
place in Berlin recently, concluded with the signing of a Seventh 
Supplementary Protocol to the Agreement concerning the German- 
Norwegian Exchange of Commodities of December 20, 1950. This 
Protocol extends the Agreement to cover the period from June 1, 
1958, to May 31, 1959. 

In the non-liberalized sectors, provision has been made for 
Norwegian exports to Germany to include fish and fish products; 
and German exports to Norway to include potash (K20), wood 
shavings panels, coal and coke, rubber floor coverings, sports goods 
and certain photographic equipment.

Export and Import Permits Act 


THE CANADIAN Department of National Revenue have issued 
Memorandum Series D55-23, listing some of the goods, the imports 
of which are controlled under the Export and Import Permits Act. 


Under the Import Control List, import permits from the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce are required for commercial importa- 
tions of the following products. Entry of certain non-commercial 
importations may be permitted under stipulated conditions by 
quoting the General Permit Number. 

Butrer. — Effective June 1, 1954, butter was included in the Import 
Control | ist. Also effective June 1, 1954, General Import Permit No. 4m.1 
was issued, stating that: ‘Any person may, under the authority of this 


General Import Permit, import into Canada butter for the personal use of 
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the importer and his household and not exceeding five dollars in value for 
each importation.’ 

CHEDDAR CHEESE. — Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959, Cheddar 
cheese is to be included in the Import Control List. General Import Permit 
No. 4m.2 was issued, effective May 28, 1957, stating that: ‘Any person 
may, under the authority of this General Import Permit, import into 
Canada cheddar cheese for the personal use of the importer and his house- 
hold and not exceeding five dollars in value for each importation.’ 

Turkeys. — Effective July 17, 1957, turkeys were included in the Import 
Control List. General Import Permit No. 4m.3, revised, effective June 6, 
1958, states that: ‘Any person may, under the authority of this General 
Import Permit, import into Canada the following: 

Turkeys: 

(a) not exceeding one for each non-commercial importation; 
(b) purebred turkeys for the improvement of stock; 

(c) turkey poults; and 

(d) in jars or cans of 10 pounds or less.’ 

The control does not extend to turkey meat incorporated in T.V. dinners, 
pies, etc. 

Dry SKIMMED MILK. — Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959. Dry 
skimmed milk is to be included in the Import Control List. General Import 
Permit No. 4m.4 has been issued stating in part: ‘Any person may, 
under the authority of this General Import Permit, import into Canada 
dry skimmed milk for the personal use of the importer and his household 
and not exceeding five dollars in value for each importation.’ 

BuTTerFAT. — Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959, the Import Control 
List was amended by deleting the item ‘Butter oi! and any other form of 
butterfat containing 55 per cent. or more of butterfat,’ and substituting 
therefor the following item: ‘Any form of butterfat, either alone or in 
combination with other substances, but excluding concentrated milk 
products, cheese, and any combination in which the presence of the other 
substances renders the combination unsuitable for use as a_butterfat 
ingredient.’ 

Major importers of butter oil and butterfat products are understood to 
be manufacturers or producers of dairy products. 

It is not the intention to control the importation of products labelled 
and sold as powdered cream, baby foods, etc. Queries regarding any par- 
ticular commodity may be directed to the Department of Agriculture, 
Dairy Products Division, Ottawa. 

Effective May 30, 1958, Fow. was deleted from the Import Control List. 


‘Made in Canada’ Rulings 


THE FOLLOWING rulings have been made recently for Canadian 
Customs purposes:

Fuel oil pumps for domestic oil burners, sometimes called fuel 
units.

Export and Import Permits Act 


THE CANADIAN Department of National Revenue have issued 
Memorandum Series D55-23, listing some of the goods, the imports 
of which are controlled under the Export and Import Permits Act. 


Under the Import Control List, import permits from the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce are required for commercial importa- 
tions of the following products. Entry of certain non-commercial 
importations may be permitted under stipulated conditions by 
quoting the General Permit Number. 

Burrer. — Effective June 1, 1954, butter was included in the Import 
Control List. Also effective June 1, 1954, General Import Permit No. 4m.1 
was issued, stating that: ‘Any person may, under the authority of this 


General Import Permit, import into Canada butter for the personal use of 
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the importer and his household and not exceeding five dollars in value for 
each importation.’ 

CHEDDAR CHEESE. — Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959, Cheddar 
cheese is to be included in the Import Control List. General Import Permit 
No. 4m.2 was issued, effective May 28, 1957, stating that: ‘Any person 
may, under the authority of this General Import Permit, import into 
Canada cheddar cheese for the personal use of the importer and his house- 
hold and not exceeding five dollars in value for each importation.’ 

Turkeys. — Effective July 17, 1957, turkeys were included in the Import 
Control List. General Import Permit No. 4m.3, revised, effective June 6, 
1958, states that: ‘Any person may, under the authority of this General 
Import Permit, import into Canada the following: 

Turkeys: 

(a) not exceeding one for each non-commercial importation; 
(b) purebred turkeys for the improvement of stock; 

(c) turkey poults; and 

(d) in jars or cans of 10 pounds or less.’ 

The control does not extend to turkey meat incorporated in T.V. dinners, 
pies, etc. 

Dry SKIMMED MILK. - Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959. Dry 
skimmed milk is to be included in the Import Control List. General Import 
Permit No. 4m.4 has been issued stating in part: ‘Any person may, 
under the authority of this General Import Permit, import into Canada 
dry skimmed milk for the personal use of the importer and his household 
and not exceeding five dollars in value for each importation.’ 

BuTTerFat. — Effective June 1, 1958, to May 31, 1959, the Import Control 
List was amended by deleting the item ‘Butter oil and any other form of 
butterfat containing 55 per cent. or more of butterfat,’ and substituting 
therefor the following item: ‘Any form of butterfat, either alone or in 
combination with other substances, but excluding concentrated milk 
products, cheese, and any combination in which the presence of the other 
substances renders the combination unsuitable for use as a_butterfat 
ingredient.’ 

Major importers of butter oil and butterfat products are understood to 
be manufacturers or producers of dairy products. 

It is not the intention to control the importation of products labelled 
and sold as powdered cream, baby foods, etc. Queries regarding any par- 
ticular commodity may be directed to the Department of Agriculture, 
Dairy Products Division, Ottawa. 

Effective May 30, 1958, Fow. was deleted from the Import Control List. 


‘Made in Canada’ Rulings

In this Import Notice, ‘synthetic rubber’ includes polybutadiene, 
polychlorobutadiene (GRM), polybutadiene styrene (GRS), poly- 
chlorobutadiene-acrylonitrile (GRN), polybutadiene-acrylonitrile 
(GRA), butyl rubber (GRI), thioplasts (GRP), silicone rubber and 
others that are in conformity with the following conditions: material 
to which mineral oil is added before it coagulates, material to which a 
preservative is added, including that to which colouring matter has 
been added merely to aid discernment, and at the same time the 
material must be:

SEPARATE CUSTOMS TARIFF Ordinances, authorized by the Govern- 
ments of Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika, became effective from 
May 8, 1958, and repealed those previously in force. The notices 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on January 22 and January 29, 
1955 (pages 193 to 196 and 253 to 257 respectively) and subsequent 
amendments are therefore cancelled. The First Schedule to the Kenya 
Customs Tariff Ordinance 1958, which is identical with the Schedules 
to the Uganda and Tanganyika Ordinances, except for item 165, is 
reproduced below.

SOUTH AFRICA 
Changes in Duties 


IN HIS BUDGET speech of July 16, the South African Minister of 
Finance announced the following changes in duties to become 
effective as from that date: 


(i) Importep Cars: Present Customs duty of 73 shillings per 100 Ibs. 
on cars with f.o.b. value not exceeding £600 to be changed to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem plus sixpence per Ib. weight; in the case of cars 
over £600 f.o.b. present ad valorem duties unchanged but specific 
duty to be increased from sixpence to one shilling per lb. weight 
with a further sixpence per lb. on all cars over 3,500 Ibs. 

(ii) LocaL_y AssemMBLep Cars: Excise duty increased from sixpence to 
one shilling per lb. weight. 

(iii) Perrot: Customs duty on imported petrol increased 24d. per 
gallon to augment the National Roads Fund. Excise duties on motor 
fuels refined locally from imported crude oil increased by 24d. per 
gallon and on petrol produced from local raw materials by 2d. per 
gallon. 

(iv) Cicaretres: Duty increased by 2d. per 10 cigarettes. 

(v) Pipe Tosacco: Duty increased by two-thirds. 

(vi) Sprrirs: Duty increased by 25 shillings per gallon. No increase in 
duty on table wines. 


Temporary Special Duty on Separable 
Slide Fasteners 


PARTICULARS WERE given on page 1,000 of the Board of Trade 
Journal dated April 25 of the imposition of a temporary special duty 
in South Africa on separable slide fasteners (excluding stringers), 
falling under Tariff item 73 (4) (a) to operate until July 20, 1958. 
Government Notice No. 1037, published in the Union of South 
Africa Government Gazette of July 18, extends the period of operation 
of this temporary special duty to July 20, 1960. 





European Food-buying Habits 


A report of an international study of food shopping habits sponsored 
by the European Productivity Agency has been published under the 
title “The Consumer’s Food-buying Habits’ by the Organization for 
European Co-operation. The purpose of the study was to increase 
the understanding of problems connected with raising productivity 
in retail distribution and to demonstrate the use of sample survey 
techniques in this field. 


Five European countries took part in the project which was carried 
out with the co-operation of research organizations under the direction 
of the Government Social Survey of the United Kingdom. 


The contents include a summary of major factors, such as the 
upward movement of economic activity, affecting the shopping habits 
of all the countries taking part; an analysis of housewives’ preferences 
and choice of particular tradesmen; their susceptibility to innovations 
in selling methods; and trends and influences for the future.

AT NEXT September’s ‘Atoms for Peace’ Exhibition in Geneva, a 
determined effort will be made to show the world what Britain has 
achieved in the field of nuclear engineering. Seventy-nine British 
firms will occupy stands in the 40,000-50,000 sq. ft. of space reserved 
by the Nuclear Energy Trade Associations’ Conference of Great 
Britain. 

The exhibition will be held in Geneva’s Palais des Expositions 
concurrently with the 2nd International Conference on the Peaceful 
Uses of Atomic Energy, which will take place in the Palais des 
Nations. Thousands of specialists from all over the world will be 
attending the Conference. 


Every visitor to Geneva during the latter part of August and early 
September will find at his hotel a ‘Guide to the British Section,’ 
containing information about the exhibitors and their products, as 
well as a plan of the British stands and a map showing how to reach 
the exhibition. This guide will be printed in French and English 
and wiil be accompanied by a copy of the NETAC booklet, ‘Britain 
Leads in this Atomic Age.’ Press information in seven languages — 
English, French, Italian, Russian, German, Spanish and Portuguese - 
and a comprehensive photographic coverage of day-to-day happenings 
at the exhibition will be available.
